H. ^othera com- 
pany. The bouse was packed by a 
brilliant audience. The first act scene^ 
bad been finished and iit.the second 
Mr. Sothero, acting the part-of HanJ- 
!et, had spoken but a fe^ lines when 
a slight disturbance vras _observed In 
the orchestra seats. H was caused by 
a slight issue of smoke at that point. 
An usher went dovra the ilisle and qui- 
etly asked the people to be seated, say- 
ing there was nothing wrong. Mr. 
Sothern at this point stepped to the 
front of the stage and also assured tho 
audience that everything was right. To 
further remove apprehension Mr. Soth- 
ern resumed bis part, but before he 
had spoken t'*o lines the smoke issued 
in sucli volumes that there was a spon- 
taneous movement of the people in its 
vicinity. 


Without.further order or sujj^tlOH 


or advice one of the most remarkable 
scenes ever •witnessed in a crowded 
audience tocxk place. It was as if the 
whole situation had been revealed to 
every person in the house, and without 
a single shout or anything else indi- 
cating a leader, the dispersal of the 
audience began and was carried out 
with order and composure. 


It appears 
from every indication 


that the fire started in some -way from 
the furnace underneath the orchestra. 
It soon communicated to the Stage, and 
to this fact is owing' the losses of the 
greater portion ot the property of the 
Sothern company. Mr. Sotheru esti- 
mates his !osa at 530,000. His com- 
pany was compelled to reach 
the

However much the breeder 
of -fine fowl- may glean from others, 
be cannot afford to neglect the most In- 
tense study of his own fowls and ot tha 
conditions which relate to 'their prac- 
tical management There Js room for' 
great Improvement among the fowls 
of each established breed, and It Is by 
the study of Individual birds that tha 
greatest progress will be made In the

Over Mountain Trails, 


When we came to a largo canyon in 


the mountains about four thousand 
feet above the sea -level. 
They Jet us 


in the canyon about 2^i miles—when 
v,-e spied their outpost. 
Of course 


we flred, aad no sooner had we fired 
than the earth serned to shako. Why, 
wo were getting it from every direc- 
tion; they had cannons oa top of the 
mountains and everything else; and 
everybody says how there is a one of 
let to tell tlte tale is a mystery. 
But 


darkness is the only thing that ever 
saved 113. Tha "niggers" don't want 
to get too close to an Am-erioan, so we 
just turned Our horses-loose for they 
were sotting all shot to pieces and no 
sooner were the/ loose than they tore 
out for town—the "niggers" heard the 
horses running and they 


Began to Shoot 


at them; they thought we ivero trying 
to make our escape, so while they 
wore liusy shooting.at the horses 'we. 
march-ed out of the canyon. 
After 


we were but of the trap we just shot 
hell out of everything, but the darned 
'niggers" fought us all the way back 
to town. 
When we got in about £ 


o'clock a. m. the roll was called and 
we bad seven men and OTC> lieutenant 
killed; fourteen wounded and sixteen 
captured; twenty-four horses killed, 
a number wounded and twenty-Eve 
saddles, ten or twelve guns and 1100 
rounds of asvaxiition—so our force was 
getting small but the next morning we 
were surprised.- The men they cap- 
tured they turned loose; they thought 
it would do them good. We had some 
prisoners that they wanted and they 
got them—"Nit." We got reinforce- 
ments at once and went hack two days 
later, slept la the same canyon all 
night, but doa'c yon forget it they 
pulled their freight when they say us 
coming; well we just got a lot of their 
horses last week—all 6f these, western 
bronchos, and they are a fright,—some 
never saw a saddle. 


Well, I wish I was in the oil 


again instead of whore I am. 


But if I can lire to set back— 
I have seea lots of the world and 


have learned a lesson that I never 
shall forget
